“A tax system should not only be 
equitable and as fair as possible, but 
also stable and sound and not subject 
"to criticism such as to cause a demand 


for change or modification and so 
ring about disturbance of business 
Conditions. Georgia should not ex- 
periment with methods of taxation 
which bave proven bad and disturb: 
ing to busines in other states. Georgia 
business needs a stable tax system. 

This statement was made Friday 
night by lepresentative Robert C. 
Ellis, Tift, vice chairman of the spe- 
cial tax commission, and an advocate 
of the classification property tax sys- 
tem and a moderate income levy for 
the state. Mr. Ellis also favors a 
budget commission with greater au- 
thority than the present, a state audi- 
tor and additional tax collection ma- 
chinery. 


Urges Substitute. 

Mr. Ellis has urged the substitution 
of the classification method for the 
uniform ad valorem rule of taxation. 

“The classified property tax, on the 
system by which property is classified 
for taxation, was brought by our 
fathers with them from England, 
when they founded the colony of 
Georgia,” he said. 

“They kept this system until the 
carpet-baggers from the north brought 
down with them the idea of the uni- 
form ad valorem rule of taxation, 
which appears first in the constitution 
of 1868. But Governor Joseph E. 
Brown was a member of the constitu- 
tional convention and contrived to so 
word the paragraph of the constitu- 
tion of 1568, providing for an ad

“Of all the ills which the carpet- 


baggers brought to Georgia, this uni- 
form ad valorem rule is the worst. 
This rule of taxation sounds fair and 
equitable in theory, but in practice it 
well deserves the description given 
it as the ‘worst system of taxation 
ever devised by man.’ It places such 
a burden upon intangible property, 
or monied property, that it is prac- 
tically confiseatory and unable to 
bear the heavy burden, such property 
hides out altogether and does not get 
on the tax books at all, and so escapes 
taxation. This places a double bur- 
den of taxation on tangible property. 

“The combined state, county and 
city taxes in many counties in 
Georgia amount to from thirty 
sixty dollars on the thousand. Georgia 
laws limit the amount of profit or in- 
terest which may be received on 
money, notes and bonds at seven per 
cent, or by contract, eight per cent. 
If a larger rate is exacted, it is neury 


“The law requires the return of 
property at its fair market value. 


It is manifestly unfair for the state 
on the one hand to fix the amount 
of profit which may be received from 
a certain class of property at not 
more than seventy or eighty dollars 
hy contract and in the state constitu- 
tion provide a system of taxation 
which may confiscate the greater part 
or all of such profit. Money placed 
on savings deposit in banks draws 
only three or four per cent, and if re- 
turned for taxation in many counties 
of the state it would take not only all 
of the profit but part of the princ’pal 
to pay the taxes. This is confisca- 
tion. 

“The result is that the owner of 
monied property in Georgia is faced 
by one or two alternatives. He must

ATTITUDE OF FRANCE 
DEFEATS PARLEY PLAN. 

Washington, November 9.—(By the 
Associated Press.) The British- 
American plan for an expert inquiry 
into Germany's capacity to pay repa- 
rations, in the opinion of the Wash- 
ington government, has been frustrat- 
ed and defeated by the attitude of 
France. 

This view was made known offi- 
cially at the state department late 
today after Secretary Hughes and 
Ambassador Jusserand, of France, 
had conferred again, and after it 
had been announced at the white 
house that President Coolidge believed 
the restricted inquiry desired by Pre- 
mier Poincare would be useless. 

The ambassador is understood to 
have informed Secretary Hughes dur- 
ing his visit to the state department 
that the French premier was pre- 
pared to insist that the powers of the 
jroposed expert committee shoyld be 
broad enough to permit only of an in- 
quiry of Germany’s capacity to pay 
during the period ending with 1] 

Secretary Hughes informed the am- 
bassador of the feeling of the Wash- 
ington government that its purposes 
in suggesting an expert inquiry as 
a step toward solution of the repara- 
tions tangle would be frustrated by 
the French limitations. That appar- 
ently closed, for the present at least, 
the diplomatic conversation that has 
been proceeding between Washington 
and Paris. 

It was indicated that the govern- 
ment here had no information as to 
the probablé action of the allied gov- 
ernments in the circumstances. It 
is to be assumed, however, that the 
proposal to invite the United States 
will be dropped, since it could only 
meet with peseetee in Washington. 
Rejection Forecast, 
An hour before the state depart- 
ment announced the collapse of the 
American project, the White House 
spokesman forecast the breakdown. 
On behalf of President Coolidge, it 
was explained that the French had 
insisted upon investigation only of 
Germany's “actuelle” capacity to pay 
which was construed by France to 
cover a six-year riod ending in 
1930.

Evidence in the hands of the inves- 
tigator. is to the effect that the two 
in-ieted men operated under the rep- 
resentation that they worked in the 
interest of the Brotherhood of Rail- 
way Conductors and the Brotherhond 
of Railway Trainmen, soliciting or- 
ders for advertising to be carried in 
the annus] guides published by these 
two orders. 

Names of contributors and the 
ninounts subseribed for advertising 
wer: carefully kept, the investigators 
cnid, and their records disclosed a to- 
tal of more than 5,000 names. cover- 
in~ 1S states and certain cities in 
Mexico..

Hale Will Lead 
Fight to Assist 
Southern Ports 


Conferring with officials of the fed- 
eral deparicment of commerce, the 
chamber of commerce, the Georgia as- 
Senator Harris, Mat- 
thew Hale, president of the Svuth 
Atlantic States association and prom- 
inent figure in national shipping 
circles, spent Friday in Atlanta ont- 
lining plans for waging afight tog:ve 
southern ports equal advantages with 
eastern cities in the matter of freigut 
rates. 

“Kor years,” declared Mr. Hale, 
“the south has been forced to suffer 
on account of unfair restrictions im- 
posed on ber railroad lines by discr.m- 
inating tariffs effected by the eastern 
trunk lines, backed by «foreign ship- 
ping interests. The development of 
our southern ports has been blocked 
by a system of discriminatory rates 
which force the Shippers of the m/d- 
dle west to use north Atlantic ports. 

“This, unjust situation was reme- 
died to a certain extent in 191 as 
a result of the combined efforts of 
the commercial bodies of the middle 
west, gulf and south Atlantic, led by 
our senators and representatives, At 
that time, equalized export rates 
were put into effect and equatized 
import rates were promised. Nince 
that time, however, absolutely nothing 
has been done in regard to the im- 
port rates, and the eastern trunk line 
railroads have undone to a large ex- 
tent the justice which we were grant- 
ed in 1919 by effecting reduced ex- 
rorts to north Atlantic ports on some 
of the most important *omnnxlities 
and refusing to concur with the south- 
ern railroads in a similar ret of rates 
to the south Atlantic and gulf perts., 

“The middle west foreign’ trade 
committee, headed by Malcolm NStew- 
art, is preparing to wage an active 
fitht for the establishment of fair 
rates as manufacturers throughout 
the middle west are suffering great 
injury both in delays an dexpense 
incurred by being forced to ship their
